MAIN PROVISIONS OF PORTO RIGAN BILL 


BECOMING LAW BY PRESIDENT'S SIGNATURE 


The Tariff Regulations and Governmental Features of 


the Measure 


Washington, April 12—The following 


is a summary of the provisions of the 
Porto Ricani bill, which becomes a law 
today: 


It applies to the island of Porto Rico 


and adjacent islands lying east of 74 
meridian designated as Porto Rico. 


From the date of the passage of the 


act the same custom duties will be 
levied on all goods entering1 from for- 
eign countries as on the same goods 
entering the United States, save coffee, 
which pays a duty of five cents oej1 


pound entering Porto Rico. 


Scientific, literary and art books and 


pamphlets, printed in Engliwh are free. 


All other merchandise coming into 


the United States from Porto Rico or 
entering Porto Rico -from the United 
States will pay 15 pftr cant of the du- 
ties required to bel evied on foreign 
products. 


Whenever the legislative assembly of 


Porto Rico enacts and nuts into oper- 
ation a system of local taxation to 
meet the necessities of the government 
of Porto Rico, then al Ithe merchandise 
between the United States and Porto 
Rico, import and export, will be admit- 
ted free and in no event shall the du- 
ties be collected after the 
first 
of 


March, 1002. 


The governmental provisional of the 


bill make the capital at San Juan, 


Persons and Spanish subjects who, on 


April 11, have not elected to preserve 
allegiance to Spain, will be citizens of 
Porto Rico, entitled to the protection 
of tl.e United States. 


The designation of the body oolitic 


will be the people of Porto Rico. 


The laws and ordinances of Porto 


Rico now in force, will continue ex- 
cept as altered by military orders, and

laws of the United States.

Somewhat — It Has Recently Been 
Discovered Ia a. Michigan Copper 
Mine. 
A new mineral, believed to be of 


{Trent commercial valne, has been dis- 
covered In the copper ore of this re- 
gion and has been named mohawkite, 
after the mine where it wns found, 
says the Houghton (Mich.) correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun. Two months 
ago a fissure vein carrying what was 
supposed to be a sulphnret of copper 
was encountered in the Mohawk mine, 
u new copper property being opened in 
Keweenaw county, five miles north of 
the Calumet and Hecla, on an eruptive 
amygdaloid known ns the Kearsarge 
lode. Samples were submitted to Dr. 
George A. Koenig, professor of chemis- 
try and metallurgy at the Michigan 
College of Mines of Houghton, and he 
pronounced them to be a new mineral. 
While Dr. Koenig has not completed 
his studies of tbe samples his present 
knowledge of the mineral is sufficient- 
ly comprehensive to allow his findings 
to be made public. The specimen first 
brought to him was supposed to be a 
sulphuret of copper, which is frequent- 
ly found in fissnre veins crossing the 
trap formation at nearly right angles, 
in Keweenaw county. As a rule, these 
sulphnrets carry considerable quanti- 
ties of antimony and arsenic, refrac- 
tory elements which hinder smelting, 
though in the case of the Mendota 
mine there is a large vein of this va- 
riety of copper ore which is singularly 
free from both undesirable elements. 
Green carbonates of copper are of fre- 
quent occurrence in the lodes proper, 
especially near the surface. 


The great Calumet and Hecla mine 


was at first supposed to .be a copper 
ore mine, one-third of a century ago, 
from the great abundance of copper 
carbonates found in the conglomerate 
bed near the surface. At a slight depth 
the ores gave place to the virgin metal, 
which has now been followed to the 
unprecedented depth of 4,900 feet, 
vertical depth, the lode holding as rich 
at nearly a mile underground as with- 
in a few rods of surface. Black oxide 
of copper is not uncommon in the dis- 
trict. A peculiar copper ore, found in 
grading the streets of Houghton one 
year ago, is the variety known as do- 
meykite, which is an arsenide of cop- 
per, containing, exclusive of impuri- 
ties, about 72 per cent of copper to 28 
per cent of arsenic, by weight. 


The new mineral from the Mohawk 


fissure resembles domeykite somewhat, 
possessing a silvery metallic luster 
when freshly broken, with very irregu- 
lar fracture. Chemical analysis of the 
Mohawk ore. which has been named 
mohawkite by Dr. Koenig, reveals an 
arsenide tff copper, similar to the do- 
meykite, in connection with which is 
also found an arsenide of nickel, the 
two metals being chemically, and not 
mechanically, united, in the embrace 
of the arsenic. Nickel has occasional- 
ly been met with in small quantities 
in Lake Superior ores, but this is its 
first appearance on the southern shore 
of the lake In commercial quantities. 
The mines o£ the American Nickel 
company of Cleveland, located at Sud- 
bury, Ontario, TO uiles east of the out- 
let of Lake Superior, are now the prin- 
cipal source of the world's nickel sup- 
piy-The specimens of domeykite assayed 
by Dr. Koeuig have averaged less than 
one-half of 1 per cent !n nickel, includ- 
ing the trace of cobalt carried there- 
with, while the mohawkite gives aver- 
age assays of 01.7 per cent of copper, 
7 per cent of nickel, 2.2 per cent of co- 
balt, 28.8 per cent of arsenic and three- 
tenths per cent of iron. Leaving out 
the iron, which is merely an impurity 
and not chemically united with the 
other elements, the proportion of cop- 
per, nickel and cobalt to arsenic is 2.90 
to 1, which proportion, allowing for the 
differing atomic weights of the three 
elements first named, gi-ves an atomic 
ratio of 3 to 1, one atom of arsenic to 
three of the metals, copper and nickel 
and the metalloid cobalt. 


The possibilities offered by this com- 


bination can best be appreciated by 
chemists and mineralogists. 
Copper 


ia a valuable metal, and tbe world's 
demand ia keeping the price of the met- 
ol at nearly double the figure of five 
years ago. The cupriferous portion of 
the find Is of but small value, howevsr, 
in comparison with the nickel. As be- 
fore stated, the American Nickel com- 
pany, of which the Standard OH people 
are In control, dominates the world's 
nickel markets. A quarter of a cen- 
tury ago nickel was used mainly for 
the few tons used annually in the sub- 
sidiary coinage of the Unired States 
and was employed to some slight ex- 
tent as a cheap substitute for silver in 
certain lines of electroplating. 
The 


American nickel supply theu came 
mainly from a few mines of pocket- 
like nature in eastern Pennsylvania. 
.With the addition of nickel to Iron and 
steel for armor plating and other uses 
there came a large demand for the 
metal, while the remarkable progress 
'ot the past decade in the manufacture 
(of metallic alloys upon a scientific basis 
'has opened many avenues for the 
steady consumption of a metal which 
a scant generation ago was but little 
more than a curiosity of the laboratory, 
,su,cb as potassium and sodium now 
are. It ia in the fleH of alloys that 
the mohawkite will be most valuable.

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With mohawkite there is but three- 
lonths of 1 per cent of waste, a truly 
phenomenal showing. That a certain 
portion of the valuable matter will be 
driven off in gases or lost with slags 
iu the process of smelting is unavoid- 
able; but, as the ore stands, the frac- 
tion of 1 per cent of iron is the only el- 
ement which cannot be saved by com- 
paratively cheap metallurgical proc- 
esses at a profit. By roasting the ar- 
senic can be driven into deposition 
chambers and precipitated upon the 
walls in dazzling white crystals, later 
to be scooped up and sacked or barrel- 
ed by men wearing Respiratory masks. 
The cobalt, which is a sort of cousin 
german to the arsenic, may pass over 
with the latter and can be refined 
therefrom. Cobalt is the base of the 
deepest, most cerulean blue used by 
dyers. Arsenic is worth from 4% to 
5% cents a pound, in bulk, at whole- 
sale. Copper is creeping up to the 17 
cent mark, and nickel is worth more 
than twice as much a pound. Should 
antimony be found in the vein of mo- 
hawkite later, which is possible, that 
also v. ill command some 12 cents a 
pound for use in printers' type. 


CORN HUSKS UTILIZED. 


Arlington (Ills.) Mas Pays Farmers 


l?7 n Ton For the Product. 


Prodigal sons of today would have a 


tough time feeding on corn husks, but 
Michael Young, near Kewanee, Ills., 
has made it possible for some farmers 
to pay the rent of their land in the food 
which the young man in the parable 
shared with the swine, says the Chica- 
go Record. Had he lived in Bureau 
county, Ills., he could have eaten all he 
desired and sold the remainder for $7 a 
ton. 


A few years ago Young, who was In 


business at Arlington, began buying 
corn husks from the neighboring farm- 
ers. He erected a single building, In 
which he set up some machinery with 
which the husUs were shredded. The 
manufactured product found ready 
market for mattresses. Another build- 
ing was added, and then the third and 
fourth, until now there is a row of 
them standing back from the track. 
Corn husks from all parts of Bureau 
and Henry countie's are brought in by 
the ton and disposed of to the manu- 
facturer, who wishes he had ten times 
the quantity within reach. 


After the corn is husked the farmer 


clips the husk from the stalk with a 
pair of shears. After the husks are put 
through the machines the product Is 
baled and shipped away by the carload. 


New Ship Channel

The action of the British commander j 


of the fleet 1ms caused much adverse 
comment in Lourencc Marques, and 
feeling has been intensified by the ef- 
forts made by the 1'ocal British .consul 
to prevent the ship's cargo from being 
discharged. The Transvaal agents in 
Lourenco Marques formally congratu- 
lated Captain Howes and made ar- 
rangements to send him to Pretoria ta 
meet President Kruger. 


The Sea Witch left Walleroo, Aus- 


tralia, late in November laden with 
1,700 tons of flour and forage. Her de- 
parture was made known to the com- 
mander of the fleet here, and a closu 
lookout was kept for her. Although it 
has been proclaimed that foodstuffs for 
Delagoa Bay are not considered con- 
traband, every ship bearing flour or 
forage has been captured and taken to 
Durban, the British authorities having 
decided that it is more advisable to 
pay enormous sums for damages than 
to allow the foodstuffs to reach the 
Boers. 


Five warships were outside the har- 


bor entrance on the night of Feb. 10, 
when the Sea Witch came within 
range of Suyack light, and so close to 
the entrance were they that Captain 
Howes became fearful for the safety 
of his ship and determined to anchor 
until morning. 
His first officer, \Ar- 


thur Glarton of New York city, begged 
the captain to go below and give him 
absolute control of the ship. The cap- 
tain remained on deck, but Claxton 
took charge of the vessel and ran her 
within half a mile of one of the war- 
ships, which failed to see the Sea 
Witch, although the moon was shining 
brightly. 


The vessel was taken inside the hap- 


bor safely and was anchored about 
three miles inside of Portuguese wa- 
ters. Early in the morning a boat's 
crew from H. M. S. Wasp boarded the 
Sea Witch and examined tbe ship's 
papers and cargo. 
Captain Howes 


mistook the lieutenant and his men 
lor Portuguese officials and made no 
protest to them while they were ex- 
amining his papers, but when they 
began looking over the cargo Mate 
Claxtofl became suspicious and asked 
questions.

THE RESCTJE HUSSION 


The announcement that subscriptions 


will be received for needed repairs to 
the Rescue mission, building' reminds us 
that the ntisston is practically the 
onl3" non-denominational 
social 
re- 


ligious institution in the city. 
The 


Salvation army is peculiar to itself. 
The mission has had a. varied exist- 
ence. 
Its foundation, was laid some 


eight 01- nine years ago by a. Mr. An- 
drews, who -was in this cltv with his 
wife for medical treatment. Mr. An- 
drews was a man of large means, if 
not wealthy, was a man who had had 
extensive experience in mission work, 
and he had not been long in this city 
before he decided to do some mission 
work in the local field. He engaged 
workers and opened ui> in a vacant 
store in the Cavanough hotel building: 
on Main street. During the first win- 
ter, which was a hard one for many 
North Adams 
people, Mr. 
Andrews 


gave much needed relief to a larsre 
number of the poorer peoole of the 
town. He was generous In his giving 
of food. 


From this beginning the mission has 


practically continued ui> to the present. 
time. It changed workers many times, 
changed homes and 
was 
taken in 


charge by a number of local men, 
prominent in church work. The little 
Marshall stnrset home was built for it 
and for a while its fate was linked with 
the lodging house experiment. At one 
period there was promise of it being 
superseded by a branch of the Ameri- 
can volunteers, the unsuccessful rival 
of the Salvation Army. Of late, under 
the charge of Mrs. Greely, whose ad- 
dress is No. 3 Ashland street, the mis- 
sion has been usefully alive. 


The field no doubt was auite limited 


when Mr. Andrews began the mission 
experiment here, but since it has 
broadened with the growth of the com- 
munity. The mission should be a fix- 
ture and a strong fixture in the city. 
It has large opportunities for good, and 
uV^rves the gemeirous attention of 
those who are able and disrwsed to 
contribute to agencies of its kind. 


KIE GOVERNMENT IS TOO RICH 


Secretary Gage has replied to the 


Payne resolution calling for estimates 
of the government's receipts and ex- 
penditures for the present 
and next 


fiscal year. The information was re- 
quired of the secretary with a view to 
passing some legislation for the re- 
duction of taxation if the 
finances 


would permit. The reply of the sec- 
retary is summarized as follows: 


"The secretary estimates that the 


surplus for the present fiscal year will 
amount to $70,000,000, and that for the 
next fiscal year it will foot up $82,000,- 
000 if all the present taxes are con- 
tinued in force. For this year he esti- 
mates the receipts from the customs at 
$233,000,000; 
from 
internal 
revenue, 


$292,000,000: miscellaneous1,! 535,000,000; 
making a total of $560,000,000. He es- 
timated the civil expenditures at $104,- 
000,000; war, $135,000,000; navy, $55,000,- 
000; Indians, $11,000,000; pensions, $143,- 
000,000; interest, $42,0 0,000, making 
a 


total of $490,000,000 and a surplus of 
$70.000,000. 


For the next fiscal year the secretary 


estimates the receipts from customs at 
$240,000,000; internal re\enue, $300,000,- 
000; 
miscellanoous, $37,000,000, making 


a total of $577,000,000. 
He estimates 


next year's civil expenditures at $115,- 
000,000; war, $125,000,000; navy, $60,000,- 
000; Indians, $10,000^000; pensions, $145,- 
000,000; interest, $40,000.000, making a 
total of $495,000,000 and 
a surplus o£ 


$S2,000,000. 


The secretary says that the receipts 


from internal revenue taxes under the 
war revenue bill on articles not here- 
tofore taxed amounted 
for 
the last 


fiscal year to 
$45,724,540.94. For the 


first nine months of the present fiscal 
year the receipts from the same sources 
amounted to 
$33,330,708.68, making a 


total of $79,055,249.62." 


The secretary estimates the total ex- 


penditure for the next fiscal year at 
$5,000,000 more than the present year, 
and estimates the surplus at $12,000,000 
more next year than the present year. 
He cannot have taken Into considera- 
tion much of the proposed extraor- 
dinary expenditures, and he is figuring 
on an enlarged volume of business.

ness to materially increase and some 
will doubt the secretary's estimates of 
expenditures, Just $6,000(000 of an in- 
crease, though he takes $10,000.000 Off 
from the war account. 


But at the rate we are running now 


we shall have $70,000,000 in the treasury 
at the end of the year with all bills 
paid, and at least double that amount 
at the end of next year with all bills 
paid. It appears that the receipts from 
internal revenue taxes under the war 
revenue bill on articles not heretofon 
taxed are about $45,000,000 a year. This 
income might be cut oft and still leave 
a good margin for Increased expend! 
ture or reduction of revenue through 
a reduction of business volume. Th 
early proposition, was to cut off part at 
least of the internal revenue under the 
war act. 


The democrats are disposed to make 


a howl for immediate reduction of the 
taxes in view ol the treasury surplus. 
The republicans are not opposed to 
reduction, but it is quite a question 
where to begin. It might be well for 
the democrats to let things run as they 
are, for should their hopes be fulfilled— 
the election of a democratic president— 
the surplus would soon, disappear as it 
has been known to do under democratic 
policies. 


It is better to have a. surplus than to 


be in the bond market.

European diplomatic and 


political circles are interested in the 
exact status of Dr. Leyds, diplomatic 
representative of the Boers in Europe, 
since the 
commission has 
arrived. 


Some think Leyds has lost favor with 
President Kruger because he held out 
such shining hopes of intervention by 
the powers. Be this as it may there is 
hearing awaiting the Boer commission 
when it chooses to speak. The most 
acceptable opinion regarding their mis- 
sion is that their main business will be 
to save, if possible, the identity of the 
republics when Great Britain gains the 
victory*

American Consular Aarent Subjected 


to Barbarous Torture and Bobbed. 
A resolution offered in the senate the 


other day by Senator Penrose of Penn- 
sylvania calls on the state department 
for information and documents filed 
by Edward Gottfried, a citizen of 
Wilkesbarre and late consular agent 
of this government at Truillo, Pern, 
says the Washington correspondent o( 
the New York Sun. In a sworn state- 
ment from Gottfried in the state de- 
partment It Is asserted that he was 
seized by Peruvian revolutionists in 
the summer of 1898 and subjected to 
barbarous torture, aad his home was 
eack«d and destroyed. Gottfried pro- 
tested against the treatment and de- 
clared his immunity as an American 
citizen and repre8entativer,*He said be 
•was unable to meet the demands of the 
revolutionists for money and arms. 
He was hung up by the thumbs until 
he became insensible. When he recov- 
ered his senses, he was lying on the 
ground, but was immediately strung 
up again. He finally yielded to the ex- 
tent of giving the rebels all the money 
he had. Later he was threatened witb 
assassination on the ground "that dead 
men tell no tales" to their government 
Gottfried proposes that Peru be re- 
quired to make reparation. 


It was learned at the state depart- 


ment that Mr. Dudley, the United 
States minister at Lima, has kept the 
department informed as to the action 
of the Peruvian government in regard 
to the outrage on Gottfried. Mr. Dud- 
ley's reports indicate that th« Peruvian 
authorities have done everything possi- 
ble to make reparation, and the depart- 
ment officials are inclined to believe 
that Peru has taken all the means pos- 
sible to satisfy the United States and 
is therefore not liable for indemnity. 
Mr. Dudley's latest reports said that 
Peruvian troops had pursued, captured 
and killed Verastegui, the leader of the 
band which Inflicted the tortures on 
Mr. Gottfried, and that others had 
been captured and would be brought to 
trial. The men who committed the 
outrage were bandits, Mr. Dudley said, 
who operated In the interior of Peru. 
He Is satisfied with the efforts of the 
Peruvian government.

following telegram received at Victoria, 
B. C.: 


The emperor Is very 111. Several 


members of the Imperial College of 
Physicians were hastily called to the 
palace recently, his majesty being ill 
again. It is common belief that he is 
continually under the 
influence of 


drugs administered by the empress 
dowager, which will before long take 
hi«a out of the disturbed arena of his 
country's politics. 


In consequence of the many reports 


to the effect that he bad been made 
away with and of the empress' procla- 


! nmtion of his suicide, it was considered 


wise to have Kwang Su attend the 
audience granted on March 9 to diplo- 
matic representatives, thus setting at 
ease the reports of acting by avenging 
reformists. 
Kwang Su aud hie suc- 


cessor, Tu Tsung, were both present at 
the interview, and the emperor appear- 
ed continually dazed, as though suffer- 
ing from a powerful drug. 


The empress dowager has been ac- 


cused by a correspondent close to the 
court of returning to the policy of

bloodshed which she abandoned In 
3898 on the advice of the late Prime 
Minister Jtnig Lu. She then announc- 
ed a determination to incline toward 
mercy and, after executing six leaders 
of the reform party, said she would go 
no further. The sturdy opposition of- 
fered by the country to her proposed 
dethroning of Kvrang Su greatly sur- 
prised her, and she ha? now set at de- 
fiance the advice of her minister and in 
rage returned to her natural policy. 
Jong Lu not long ago incurred her 
everlasting enmity by striking her fa- 
vorite eunuch. 


She has now prepared a list of re- 


formers who, she says, must be made 
away with before the end of April. 
Among them are Weng Tung'Ho, the 
imperial tutor; Shen Sing Peng, Wen

the Little Fish Are 


Through tlie Ice. 


The smelts are all caught with hook 


and line, says the Baugor Commercial. 
Taking ttietn otherwise, such as by 
saine, would be regarded by the fisher- 
men here as a great wrong. The fish- 
ing is all done in tents, the lentc being 
about sis feet long, five feet, i?I<2e and 
high enough for a man to htand up In 
them. 


These tents are covered with cloth, 


heated by a stove and lighted usually 
by a lantern. I have known the tem- 
perature of my teut to vary, however, 
GO defrrees within ten minutes (luring a 
cold day. 


A hole nbout six feet 'ong and eight 


Inches wide is cut in the ice and the 
tent set lengthwise of this. Six lines 
attached to a pole fastened to the 
plates of the tent hang into thVwater 
nearly eight inches apart. These lines 
during ashing hours are always kept iu 
motion. 


The way the fishermen handle these 


Hues, how they can bait the hooks and 
slat smelts, when, as they say, they 
are "tailing holt," is certainly wonder- 
ful. I have known one man to catch 
100 pounds in less than one hour. This 
means at least 1,000 fish, or about 17 a 
minute. One smelter has been known 
to catch 500 pounds during one tide's 
fishing. 


Some have made 525 to $30 a day and 


others $200 in a few weeks. But these 
big catches are only made by those ex- 
pert In fishing. The chances are that 
a green hand would starve the first 
winter (f dependent wholly on what 
flBli ho caught. 


BRITISH SHELLS FOR DEWEY 


Captain's Story of an Alleged Occur- 


rence After Battle of Manila. 


Mr. 3. J. Ligon, a retired capitalist 


of St. Louis, has just received a letter 
from Captain John C. Williams, com- 
mander of the English steamer Win- 
ston Hall, in which he tells how 133 
cases of G inch shells, belonging to 
England, found their way aboard the 
American fleet just after the battle of 
Manila, at a time when Dewey badly 
needed that kiud of ammunition, says 
the New York Sun. While Captain 
Williams does not mention the name 
of his informant, it is hinted that it 
came from an officer aboard a British 
cruiser in Manila Bay, 


Captain Williams writes: "After Ad- 


miral Dewey had sunk the Spanish 
ships in Manila harbor and captured 


| the forts at Cavite he found that the 


last shell for his 0 inch guns had been 
fired. Among other vessels anchored 


! not far from Dewey's fleet was her 


majesty's ship Immortalite, Captain 
Sir E. Chichester. 
There were also 


two German warships lying near. In 
addition to the 6 inch shells, Admiral 
Dewey also wanted sand for scrubbing 
decks, paints, etc., so he decided to 
send his boats to the beach for some, 


, and sent three boats off after dark. 
! They were towed by a steam launch, 


and anchored close to the beach. The 
launch returned to the ship, leaving no 
one in charge of the boats. About mid- 
night the launch returned for the 


I boats, and found them filled with bags 
' of (sand). One was towed to the Ra- 


leigh, the other two to the flagship, and 
before daylight 83 bags of sand had 
boon hoisted up and stowed away on 
Dewey's ship and 50 on board the Ra- 
leigh, and all this without Admiral Von 
Diederich being one whit the wiser. 


"About three months after this one 


of the United States warships went up 
to Hongkong. Before going into dock 
ehe landed 133 cases, and each case 
contained one or two G inch shells, 'the 
brond arrow of England appearing on 
each. I will leave you to gueos how 
one of your ships had shells with this 
mark on theifti."

Year Begins Tomorrow 


The feast of the passover, one of the 


most important in the Hebrew calendar 
will begin next Friday evening, and 
will continue for a week. It will be 
celebrated by the Hebrews throughout 
the country. Passover commemorates 
the deliverance of the Jews from Pha- 
raoh, who made their lot harder and 
harder in, slavery. The exodus from 
Egypt was attended by so many mir- 
acles, like Jehovah appearing as a pil- 
lar of fire and the parting1 of the Red 
Sea that a greater significance is given 
to Passover than to most other holi- 
days in the Hebrew calendar. 


The holiday will begin on Friday, "as 


soon as darkness overcomes the light." 
Friday and. Saturday nights will be the 
Seder, or feast nights. Before the final 
destruction of the temjle of Solomon, 
Passover was celebrated m a verv 
pompous manner with the killing of a 
lamb without a blemish for the occa- 
sion, which was roasted entire with 
unbroken bones and which was con- 
sumed entirely at one meal. But since 
that time the feast has simply the 
character of a hallowed family feast. 


During1 the 
week 
following- it is 


thought to be a sin to eat anything 
whiodi contains a leaven, such as bread 
liquors, coffee, and hundreds of other 
articles. Only the first and last days of 
the holiday are -restrictive as to busi- 
ness1, and on these days no manner of 
business is carried, on; at least by the 
Orthodox Hebrews, who observe the j 
holiday as their ancestors did, but the | 
other days are free, although there are ; 
services held in the synasogs every ] 
morning throughout the week.
